IN CRIMINAL SESSIONS. . 
(Befors His Lordship the Chief Justice, Bir 
John Smale). 


Wednesday, July 28, 


TRAFFIOKING IN WOMEN, 

Two prisoner, Cheung Akat and Wong 
Asfng who on the 10th were convicied 
of baving unlawfully and'by fraud brought 
into this Colony a female named Wong 
Atsol, for the purpore of prostitution, and 
(2) with unlawfuliy bringing into this Co- 
lony the same fomale with intent to tell her 
for the-purpose of proatitutlon were now 
brought up for sentence. 

Hin Lordship tha Chlet Justice said :— 

You, Choung Akat and Wong Asing, have 
been convicted by the Jury of having by 
fraudulent means brought a female Wong 
Atsoi into this Colony for the purpose of 
prostitution Of your crime there can be 
no doubt, An old woman Li Aez, a ro- 
s'dent In thls Colony, wan put on her trial 
with you, but although it was clear that 
she had taken some part in detaining the 
kidaapped female, it appeared. to mo that 
the evidonca was not sufficient to bring ber 
with‘n the preciso crime charged, an the 
Jury under my direction acquitted her. 
It moat be sdmitted that the female you 
kidnapped was at the tima you got pos- 
nession of her in China near Canton living 
{nw brothel Your crime fs not that you 
proposed to subject an uppolluted girl to 

rostitution, but that you deprived her of 
er friend snd protector, and {aolated her 
personal liberty. The personal liberty of 
the most abandoned woman is as much 
under the protoction of Knglish Law as 
that of the highest person in the land, In 
the prosent case you deooived thls female, 
and both frandolently sod by force 
brought her to Hongkong to be sold bere 
ava prostitute or failing that to be taken 
to Singapore or elsewhere. The female 
objected to be sold. Sho cried, the Chinese 
about seem to have come to the girl's pro- 
teatton and to hava given the prisonera In. 
charge of the Polioa, The publicity that 
has been givon to the repeated denuncla- 
tions of kidnapping in thie Court seems to 
have occasioned in this as in previous oases 
the active co-operation of the general 
Chiness public, and it is to thefr denuncla- 
tion of kidnapping in this as in othor cases 
recently that the kidnappors have been 
bronght to juatica, 1 however continue of 
oploion that ao long as haman be'ngs are 
marketable chattela like sheep and oxen 
among the Chinese for domestic purposes, 
to long will kidnapping be carried on. Ip 
this caso the crime uf you, Cheung Akat 
and Wong Asing, bas been very great, and 
I must sentence each of you to be im- 
prisoned aud kept to hard labour for the 
term of two years,

SERIOUS CHANGR AGarNaT THE CAPTAIN 
OF A SHIP. 

J. F. Peterson, Captain of the American 
ship /eonora, appeared on a summons at 
the instance of Louis Martin, ste carpanter 
cf the said ship, charged with that “he did 
on the 7th day of July instant, on board the 
sald ship in Victoris Harbour In this colony, 
with a cortaln pistol, then and thore loaded 
with powder and bullets, felonicusly shoot 
at and againet the eafd Louis Martin with 
intent thereby then and there to maim, dis- 
figure, disable of to'do some grievous bodily 
harm to him.” : 

Mr H. L. Dennya! appeared for the pro- 
secution; Mr Wotton appeared for the 
defendant. 

The complainant, Mr Louls Marti 
sworn sald: [ was born in Antwerp, but 
am an Amorican citizen. On tbe 7th July 
last, | was carpenter on board the Amerloan 
ship Leonora, of which tbe defendant 
was aud is master, On the 6th July 
at 330 pm. I was working on tho 
topsait yard which was on deck at the time 
near the galley. I went into the carpenter's 
shop to get nome tools. When I came out 
I saw the defendent standing outside the 
shop. He said to me—‘ You loafer what 
ato you doing here?” I anawered ‘'‘I am 
nota loafer, Lam looking for my rights.” 
Ho paid “abut up and go to your work, you 
aon of a bitch” I said,—'* Yon ara a Dntch 
Mar,” He sald,—"'V'l put an ounces bullet 
in you.” Ho then wont away to his cabin 
and in about two or three minutes he came 
out of his cabin and wont to the break of 
He was about five yards from 
me and about four fest higher. 1 was 
a anding on the deck screwing on the har da 
of the yard. Dafendant eaid,—“ Ropoat 
those words again.” I eald to him,—‘'Every 
time you call me a son of a bitch f wlll call 
you a lier.” Upon this be fired at mo with 
a revolver, Isaw he hads revolver when he 
came out from his cabin. I had soon the 
revolver before, That revolvor had been 
held to my head during the voyage from 
Yokohama, It was a pin-fire ravolrer, 
and was always kept loaded. I was not 
hurt but [ belleve that he ectually in- 
tended to shoot me, After firing at mo he 
asid to the Ohief Mate,—* Pat that man 
in irons and put him in his room.” The 
mate then came and seized hold of me and 
put me in trons, while the defendant was 
standing about two yards from me with the 
revolver io his hand. Tho revolver all 
! thin timo was loaded. 1 was then locked 
up in tho carpenter's ahop. I was kept 
there till about 6.80 p.m., whon some 
policemen came gnd took me to the Pulice 
Hulk. Bice 

Cross-examined ‘+ i have been carpenter 
aince 1874 in American ships. 1 was nota 
very good friend of the Captain’s, I wass 
little displeased with him in going tu Yoko- 
bama. atkod him to give me my dia. 
charge in Yokohama, and he aaid ] could 
not get it; L had a revolver but 1 got rid of 
it some time ago when | came into this 
port. It wasa small lady’s revolver, the 
spring was broken. I never threatened to 
shoot suybody in Yokohama, [remember 
ono day in Yokohama. 1 bad been on ahore 
and had a litte liquor. 1 wasa little in- 
toxicated when 1 came on board. Defend- 
ant was not on board, but the pilot was 
there. I went lato my room to change my 
clothes, The pilot kicked me, and my re- 
volver fell out from my pocket, 1 pioked 
itup. Idid not poiut it at anybody and 
did not threaten to shoot the pilot ; not that 
{ know of, I was then put in irons, 1 
didn't think that I pointed it at aoybody or 
threaten to shoot anybody, I don’t wish 
to swear positively on this point. I was 
reluased about two hours after. I went 
before the Consul the day after the defend. 
antahot at me, I told the Consul that 1 
was eatisfied with the ship. 1 am not 
frighteved of the Captain. ‘he nuts were 
84 inches square, aud the bands wore ver 
large, Thespar wrench | was using weighed 
about 16 lbs., and waa about 2ft. 4in. long. 
I had a steal bar working which weighed 
about 7 Iba, and it was 2} ft. inlength. | 
am notacrack ahot. I have not hoard that 
defendant isa crack shot. Ihad stopped 
working when the defendant shot at me. 
did not drop the tools, | laid them down, 
1 put down ao top maul “hich was 
larjo hammer weighing abo t 8 lbs. J 
put it down mysolf. The defendant did 
not tell me to put it down, He did not 
telf me to put down anything. I put my 
head inslde the galley door. I did not hear 
the whiz of the bullet, Defendant aimed 
atraight at my head. I believe the de- 
fendant iotended to kill me. I told the 
Consul that 1 had no fanlt to find with the 
defendant because I wanted to go to San 
Francisco on the 7th inst. 1 was brought 
before the Harbour Master. The defendast 
bronght a obarge against me, bat the case 
was disminsed. I did not tell the Harbour 
Master about my having been shot at. I 
don’t know why I was discharged from the 

‘ship. The Consul told me it waa becauss 
I had bad character, because the Captain 
could not or sald he could not trast me. 
A statement in the official log about 
me was read over to me, I told the 
Consul! about the defendant shooting me. 
Althongh 1 did not put it forward 
as an official complaint I was anzious to 
remain on board that ship even although 
the defendant who is Osptain of her had 
threatened to take my life. 

Re-examined :—The defendant told the 
Garbour Master about the shooting and 
about my having been putin irons, I did 
not bring this charge before because | 
wanted to get away, and hoped to be able to 
do so, Idid not want to be detained here 
out of any prosecution in this affair. I did 
not in apy way threaten the defendant 
with the tools in-my hand. I ured no 
threats to 1 4 defendant. I did not say 
aoptbing about shooting the defendant. 
de. might have thought that I would uso 
the’ tools beside me against bim, 1 told 
the Consul about the shooting and his 
putting me in irons. ;

The bullet pass:d between me and 
the carpenter, Wo were some three fest 
apart, 

By tho Court :—The Captaln did not 
point up into the alr. 

J.J. Armstrong, A.B.S., who was on 
deck the timo the ruw began, gave evidence 
generally corroborative. He spoke to 
the Vaptaio finding the carpenter in his 
shop and calling on him to go on to his 
work. Tho carpenter sald he was in there 
for toola; be was speaking for his rights. 
Tho Captain ssid he was a loafer; it took 
him all his time to keep him at work. 
The carponter denied this. Tho Captain 
called the carpentor @ son of a b——; the 
carpenter told him ho was a lier. The 
Captain told him that if he reposted these 
words he wonld put an ounce bullet in 
bim., The Captain sald,—‘' Repeat those 
words and I will shoot you.” Tbe Oaptaia 
asked him to repeat these words. The 
carpenter said ‘ISvery timo you call mea 
con of a beh, I ehill call you a iar.” 
Tho Captain then fired. He heid the re- 
volver in his right hand and fired at him. 
The Carpenter was thon put in irons by 
tbe mate by tha COuptain’s orders, the 
Captain standing quito near by with tho 
revorver in his hand, 

Croas-examinsd:— The carpenter told 
me he wauted me to come here and give 
evidence; nothing mors. I was subposaacd 
to come here, The carpenter has not told 
me what to say here tuday. 1 don’t know 
where the ball went. I have come here 
to speak the truth, I have no favour 
for one or other, | know this ia a 
serious oharge. 1 cangot aay whether tho 
Captain intended to kill the man. I go by 
bis own words. Ale raid he intended tv 
puta ball in him. This is not the first 
time the Captain bas drawao a revolver on 
his man. Hs did the same thing in 
Yokohama, 


The following evidence was then oalled 
for the defence. 

John Singleton Moby said :—I am U- 
nited Stutes Vonsul for this Oslony. I re- 
member about the 7ih instant when tho 
defendant came to the Consulate and said 
something to me, In consequence of what 
I told him he brought the carpenter, (first 
witnees,) and mate tome. Defendant laid 
a complaint to me ol mieconduot against 
the carpenter hera and during tho voyage. 
Defendant said in the presence of the firat 
witness that he fired off a revolver in tho 
air for the purpose of intimidating the first 
witness on account of his violent conduct. 
1 can’t remember the exact words he used. 
I asked the first witness what he had to, 
say in answer to the charge preferred 
agaiast him by the Captain and if he 
had any complaint against the Oaptaio. 
Kirat witness did not deny the change 
brought against him, and he 
be had no complaint against the Captain. 
I did not special call first witness's atten- 
tion to what the defendant had just stated,

viz., to the effeot that he (the Captain hed |" 


fired a pistol over the osrpenter’s head for 
the parpose of frightening him. I asked 
firnt witness if he bad any complaint to 
mae agatost the defendant, or if he wished 
to be discharged fromtheship, He said he 
bad not; it wasa goodahip and he wished to 
remain on, I discharged him from the abip 
on account of miacondact aud ordered him 
to forfeit one month’s wages to the United 
States Government. Complainant made no 
statement about the Captain having shot at 
him. All that was said about the shooting 
was sald by the Captain himself in the 
presence of the first witness, 

John Lakeman, mid he was an able 
bodied seaman on board the Leonora. The 
carpenter shipped ‘et New York. He 
generally went about his business anwil- 
ingly. Just as we were about weighing 
anchor at Yokohama for this -purt, the 
carpouter came on board intoxicated and 
made 4 great noise and wanted to jump at 
the pilot The pilot tried to quet him, 
On the passage to Hongkong the Captain 
wished the carpenter to stand watoh, but 
he refused. On the 6th inat, about half

Lark Evans, boatswain on board, said he 
shipped in New York. The carpenter came 
on board the sbip at Yokohama druok, and 
he had to put him in trong and put him in 
his room.

THE EARTOQUAKES AT MANILA 
AND THE PROVINCES. 

Our files, received by the Elcano this 
moraing, reaoh to the 24th, and are full o¢ 
small details regarding the earthquake, 
experienced duriog the fearful woek from 
the 16th to the 22nd, As it is quite impos- 
sible to note every Item in thom in one 
tssue, we confine ourselven to-day to gtving 
the mort important paragraphs from the 
Diario :— 


THE RARTHQUAKE oF suNDAY, 18TH, 


Among tho buildings which sustainod 
damage on tho 18th, was the Miat House, 
which suffered considerably in the first 
storey. 

Orders were given to pull down the 
buildings which threatened any danger to 
the pedestrians ; and engineers were golog 
round surveying the buildings with that 
end in view. = 

The Admiral and his wife were compelled 
to live in a steam-leunch. 

The emigration of whole families conti- 
nued on a large scale, 

The people at Cavite saw Manila, on tho 
ocoasion of the earthquake, enveluped in a 
deuse cloud of dust, and thought that 
Manila was completely deatroy: d. 

The pillars supporting the wooden houses 
were fuuud forosd into the earth by one- 
fourth of their length, 

The authorities have intimated that for 
the space of fifteen days woodeu houses may 
be constructed within Mauils for the ac 
commodation of the inhabitants, without 
tho necessary licence. 

A very interesting phenomenon was ob- 
served. Jn 1863, a few days previous to 
the destructive earthqnake im that yoar, in 
front of the suspeusion bridge in the river, 
a column of blackish water waa seen to 
burst up, which attracted ihe attention of 
the peop:e. in 1869, the same phenomenoa 
ocoarred, then als» prevjous to ao earth- 
quake. This year uo such thing occurred, 
out dating the intensity of the earthquake, 
in the ancborage of Cavite, columns of 
black mud were seen to burst up, witha 
strong awell of sulphur. In Canecao and 
few other places crevices were opsped, and 
from them sand and dirty water were 
cfoosad. In one of these crevices opened in 

ueva Ecija, the rent was so wide and deep 
thas an old man and 6 bop disappeared in it. 

Telegraphio news from Tual, dated 20th 
instant, 10.26 am, says i~-"' Volcano since 
yesterday afternoon, issuing large mass of 
amcke,” 


AROTHER EARTHQUAKE, 


July 21 

There remains another disaster for this 
country ; God still desires tu test our re- 
aignation. 

At 3.40 in the afternoon of yesterday, the 
earth with very violent trepidation, reduted

Mc T. Nakayama appeared for the Super- 
intendent of Customs, and stated he had 
not brought witnesass, considering that, 
tho fact of the broxkage being admitted by 
the Master, the penalty would fall on him, 
He wonld bring the tidowaiters as witnesses 
as to the occurrenca, if necersary, The 
Court ruled that the simple breakage 
was not anfficiont to render tho ship or 
master liable. It would have to be shown 
that bra-kage was the act or fault of tho 
master ; and the caso was adj -usned till 
Monday, when the evidence of two tide- 
waitera was tuken. One deposed to veating 
tho hatohds_{n seven places ; the other to 
findiag one of the strings apparenthy ont. 
Any of the crow he admitted might h ve 
done it or a dog might havo bitten it.

Tho Court ia of opinion that it is 
not the intention of the Regulation that tho 
ship, or tho Muster of a ship, in every caso 
where auch a breakaze occurs, be mulcted 
in a fine of $60. In the preasnt ciwse,— 
there being no inward cargo {u the hold, 
'—oaly some outward going coal, —there 
was no motive for breaking opon tho batch- 
way. There isevery probab‘lity that the 
occurrence Wasa pure accident, and it is 
not evon suspeotad that any attempt at 
defrauding the revonue was intended. 
Under these circumstances, the Court con- 
asiders it would, in this case, be an un- 
mitigated injastice to impose the fine 

rovided by the Regulation for cases where 
it has been aacorteined that somo particular 
person has actually broken open the 
Uuetoma’ fastenings, and hereby dismisses
